Wasmxarox, D, C.—This discourse of
Dr. Tulmnge i5 an appeal for merey in be-
halt of oppreszed womanhood and “iTers
sanecouragement to those struggling for a
livelihood; text, Ecclesinstes, iv., 1, *Be-
hold the tears of such as were opprossed,
